Government 
astronomers 
said 


the achievement might lead to the 
answer of the age-old question 
whether any form of life exists on 
the moon. 


Another possibility was that it 


might usher in radio control for 
super-range jet or rocket projec- 
tiles which coluld be kept hover- 
Ing- ominously above the earth in 
the stratosphere. 


The war department reported 


that the results of the experiment 
promise "valuable peacetime as 
well 
as 
wartime 
applications.' 


Far-roving space ships were listed 
as one of the "less likely" applica- 
tions. 


The first radar contact with 


the moon was made Jan. 10, it 
was disclosed, and the feat has 
been successfully repeated several 
times since. 


Aussies Claim Priority 


(At Los Angeles, W. E. Os- 


borne, former Australian army 
major, told newsmen last night 
that Australian scientists made 
radar contact with the moon four 
years ago. 


("Working with Dr. J. H. Pid- 


dington, a scientist in the radio- 
physics laboratory at the Univer- 
•ity of Sidney, we contacted the 
moon several times in October 
or November, 1941," said Osborne, 
who is doing secret research work 
for 
th« American 
government 


here). 


The experiment has been carried 


out by Signal Corps scientists, 
working at the Evans sign*! lab- 
oratory at Belmar on the New Jer- 
sey coastline. The Army released 
the first details of it last night.

nal Corps chief, said the imme- 
diate significance was that scien- 
tists know now for the first time 
with certainty that a very high 
frequency radio wave from the 
«arth can penetrate the electrical- 
ly charged ionosphere which en- 
velops bolh earth and stratos- 
phere. 
The 
multi-layered Ino- 


sphere starts about 39 miles above 
the earth's surface and extends 
to an altitude of approximately 
250 miles higher. 


Looking to the future, the war 


department said it may be pos- 
aible with the aid of radar data to 
construct 
detailed 
topographical 


maps of distant planets, and also 
to determine the composition and 
atmospheric 
characteristics 
of 


these celestial bodies. 


May Contact Mars

feasible to probe for the secrets 
of Mars—where there may be life 
—by the same method. 


The red planet's thin atmos-

Capt. Colin Kelly, America's first 
widely publicized air

World War II. 


Headquarters said positive iden- 


tification hinges on a check of 
dental work and a comparison of 
data, including a crudely-drawn 
map marking the spot of first in- 
terment at Fort Stotzenberg, long 
since leveled by Japanese bombs. 


Officers said a 
Filipino 
told 


them that in December, 1941. he 
saw the sergeant of a field crash 
truck point to one of two bodies 
recovered in the crash of a bomb- 
er and say: "Why that's Captain 
Kelly". 


Kelly first was reported to have 


died Dec. 10. 1941. in diving on 
the Japanese battleship. Haruna 
in Lingayen Gulf—for which he 
posthumously was 
awarded 
the 


Congressional Medal. 


Subsequently, however, it was 


determined that he flew his flak- 
riddled plane—one of the 
19th 


bombardment group — back 
to 


within four miles of Clark Field 
after ordering the crew to bai 
out.

Poll Reveals Some U. S. Soldiers 


Swallowed Much Nazi Propaganda 


Wiesbaden. Germany. Jan. 25— 


(AP)—Nineteen per cent of the 
1.700 
men questioned last fall in 


a U. S. Army poll of American 
troops stationed in Germany be- 
lieve the Germans had some justi- 
fication for starting the war. 


The poll, said to represent a 


cross-section of the U. S. troops 
in Germany, wa? not officially re- 
leased for publication, but was 
made available by a thoroughly 
authoritative source. 


(In Washington a war depart- 


ment spokesman said that polls 
had been taken to ascertain the 
degree to which enemy propa- 
ganda had been absorbed, so that 
counter 
measures 
could be ef- 


fected.) 


Authorities said the poll indi- 


cated an amazing lack of knowl- 
edge of tne causes of war and 


tended to show that in some cases 
U. S. soldiers had swallowed large 
doses of propaganda of the type 
once served up bv Joseph Goeb 
bels.

The poll also showed: 
Fifty-one per cent said they be- 


lieved Hitler did the reich a lo 
of good before 1939. 


Eighty per cent favored occu 


pation of Germany for 10 years. 


Seventy-one per cent said the 


U. S. military government was not 
.tough enough with nazis: 62 per 
cent said it was not tough enough 
with ordinary Germans, 
believed the Germans had "good 


Twenty-two percent said they 


reasons" for the persecution of 
Jews. 


Thirty per cent said they liked 


the Germans better than the Eng- 
lish or French.

Frenchman, telling a particularly 
graphic story of the beatings and 
stonings of the fliers, said the 
Americans and Dutchmen arrived 
at the camp the morning of Sept. 
6. 


Loaded With Stones 


Barefooted and dressed only in 


their underwear, the fliers were 
taken before the SS commandant 
and told they were condemned to 
death for trying to escape. 


When one of the American offi- 


cers requested the privilege of 
dying "like a soldier" he was 
beaten and then the entire group 
was led, still barefooted, to the 
bottom of a stone quarry.

Navy Pegs Cost of 
Atomic Bomb Test 


Above Half Billion 


Washington, Jan. 
24—(AP) 


The test of the A-bomb versus 
the modern warship stacked up 
today as a proposition that will 
cost close to a half billion dollars 
if not more. 


The exact amount was impos- 


sible to calculate, but Navy fig- 
ures supplied an indication of 
what would be involved in the 
forthcoming atomic experiment in 
-the Pacific. 


This ia what they show:

the one German and two Japan- 
ese warships that will be used 
in the test, but all are of the 
most costly types.

The fire department 
should continuously inspect every 
building in the city, both from the 
standpoint of removing fire haz- 


i ards. and 
to familiarize them- 


, selves with entrances, stairways, 
aisles, etc.. and the contents, so 


1 that they may Know \\hat to do in 


i case of fire. They cannot do this 
without sufficient men so that no 
company 
is

short-handed 


when an inspector is out. There 
should be two new fire stations 
built—one in Dementtown, to cov- 
er that section and the west end 
of the city, and one on the North 
side.

based upon years of experience, 
that no part of a city should be

Alarm System Needed 


Dixon has no fire alarm sys- 


tem, and it needs one desperately. 
It now depends on alarms being 
telephoned in to the fire station. 
Under the best of conditions, tele- 
phone alarms are

If Dixon will provide the ap- 


paratus and men needed as out- 
lined above, and a fire alarm sys-1 
tem the reduced premiums on fire 
insurance alone will pay over half 
the increased yearly cost of oper- 
ation. The loss at any one of the 
major fires that Dixon has had 
would have paid the extra cost for 
several years. 
The saving of one
